Campaigners tell of worry over future services at the site 


HORTON: THE 
BIG DEBATE 


By Sam McGregor 


A PUBLIC meeting over 
future services at 
Banbury's Horton 
Hospital - which 
campaigners believe 
could be under threat - 
will be staged early next 
month. 

People are being urged to 
say what services they think 
should be delivered at the 
Oxford Road hospital, and 
to discuss the suspension of 
emergency abdominal 
surgery since last January. 

Campaign group Save the 
Horton General wants 
residents to lobby the 
meeting in Banbury on 
February 5, from 6pm to 
8.15pm, and have their say. 

The group is concerned 
the hospital's future could 
be in jeopardy following the 
suspension of the 
emergency surgery unit a 
year ago. 

The Oxford University 
Hospitals Trust said 
concerns were raised by 
GPs over gall bladder 
surgery, and then three 
consultants left, leaving the 
unit "unsustainable". 

It coincided with 
Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
(OCCG) starting work on a 
five-year plan to decide 
where and what services 
should be delivered by the 
county's hospitals. 

Now, Banbury MP Sir 
Tony Baldry has also joined 
the debate and urged the 
OCCG to publish its plan as 
a matter of urgency. 

Keith Strangwood, 



chairman of Save the Horton 
General group, said: "Once 
a service has been removed, 
it's harder to get it back. 

"Now, anything that 
involves using a scalpel out 
of hours is done at the JR on 
Oxford. 

"It is a serious threat to 
the Horton. 

"It's totally different to the 
last time when they were 
planning to remove services. 

"You can't just take away 
a major service without 
consultation. 

"How can you have an 
acute general hospital that 
has no emergency surgery 
available." 

Sir Tony said: "We are still 
awaiting the OCCG to 
publish its proposals for 
what services it is going to 


procure and where. 

"Until that time it's just 
speculation, which just 
causes disquiet and 
uncertainty. 

"The sooner OCCG 
publishes its consultation 
document, everyone can see 
what's proposed." 

Ian Wilson, interim chief 
executive of OCCG, said: 
"We are interested in 
hearing the views of local 
people across the county on 
how we can best deliver 
healthcare for them. 

"This is an opportunity for 
the people of Banbury to 
give us their views." 

The results of the public 
meeting will be reported 
back to Oxfordshire County 
Council's health overview 
and scrutiny committee on 


February 27. As the Cake 
went to press, a venue for 
the meeting had yet to 
confirmed, but people who 
want to go along should 
register by calling 01865 
231472 or email Caroline.

Officer, her lover and his wife in police data trial 


Threats made me 


do it, PC tells court 


A POLICE officer passed on 
crash victims' details 
because of threats from her 
lover who ran a car repair 
garage, a court has heard. 

PC Sugra Hanif, from 
Banbury, is accused of using 
Thames Valley Police's computer 
system to contact those involved 
in car accidents and pressure 
them into making personal- 
injury claims. 

But she told Winchester 
Crown Court this week that she 
felt compelled to search for the 
details because of serious 
threats from her co-accused 
Raza Khan. 

Taking the witness stand on

the first day of her defence, the 
26-year-old said she and Khan, 
27, had rekindled their 
relationship two weeks after he 
was released from prison in 
2011 . 

Hanif, who became a 
qualified police officer in 2008, 
said Khan told her he was 
starting up an accident claims 
company. 

"I supported him because he 
was trying to turn his life 
around." 

Yet she added: "He asked me 
if I could gain access to 


accident data on the police 
computer." 

But she said: "He started 
saying 'get me the information' 
and the threats began to build 
up." 

The trial heard Hanif viewed 
2,500 individual Unique 
Reference Numbers on police 
computers. Hanif, Khan and his 
wife, Paramjeet Kaur, allegedly 
pocketed £600-a-time for 
referring accident victims to 
legal firms. 

But Hanif told the court that 
she feared Khan would tell her 
family she had had an abortion 
if she did not get the details, 
adding: "It was the fear of him 


telling my family about my past. 

"He said that he knew people 
that would hurt my family. 

"He had a hold over me." 

Hanif, of Bretch Hill, 

Banbury, denies obtaining 
personal data from TVP control 
and command system and a 
charge of disclosing the 
personal data. 

Khan, from Birmingham, 
denies obtaining personal data 
from TVP control and command 


system. 

Kaur, 26, also from 
Birmingham, Khan and Hanif all 
deny conspiracy to commit 
misconduct in a public office. 

The trial continues.

Teacher is banned 


over 'dishonesty' 


A FORMER independent school 
teacher has been banned from 
teaching for life. 

A disciplinary hearing of the 
National College for Teaching 
and Leadership was told that 47- 
year-old Timothy Bailey, who 
taught at Kingham Hill School, 
Chipping Norton, between 2007 
and 2011, had showed a "deep- 
seated dishonesty". 

Bailey, who has convictions 
for benefit fraud and had been 
cautioned for bigamy, had failed 
to disclose his criminal 
convictions when applying for 
work at Wycliffe School, Stroud, 
and falsely told them he was a 
registered teacher when in fact 
he was serving an earlier ban. 

While at Kingham Hill 
School, Bailey, who taught 
modern foreign languages, 
falsely claimed his father had 


died and his daughter had been 
in a serious car crash. 

Bailey was dismissed from 
Kingham Hill School in January 
2011, He had previously lost his 
job at two others - Stowe 
School, Buckinghamshire, and 
Rosall School, Lancashire - but 
didn't tell his most recent 
employer, Wycliffe School. 

In the ruling, Department of 
Education official Paul 
Heathcote said: "In view of the 
continued misconduct and the 
deep-seated nature of Mr 
Bailey's dishonesty, I agree with 
the panel's recommendation - 
that Mr Bailey should be 
prohibited from teaching." 

Bailey was permanently 
banned from teaching for 
unacceptable professional 
conduct.

Come spring, it will offer pollen-rich 
flower seeds, such as lavender, to grow 
which will help preserve and 
encourage bees and other insects by 
offering a slice of their natural habitat, 
much of which has been lost by 
intensive farming methods in recent 
years. 

The business has taken root as a

result of Mr Waley Cohen and Mr Allan 
spending 10 years transforming the 
Upton Estate into a wildlife haven, 
overseeing a major revival of birds, 
bees and butterflies. 

Mr Waley Cohen said: "We have 
dedicated ourselves to conservation, 
operating a high level of stewardship to 
bring more wildlife to the countryside." 

In 2012, Mr Allan won the 
prestigious title Countryside Farmer of 
the Year at the Farmers Weekly awards 
for his work transforming the Upton 
Estate. 

A key part of his work was to create 
"'scallops" — patches of bare soil 
bordering woodland which have been 
cleared to provide a habitat for 
butterflies, moths and bees. 

Now the time has come to spread 
the message through the medium of 
Birds and Bees to gardeners and home 
owners. 

Mr Waley Cohen, 36, the fourth 
generation of his family to farm at the 
Upton Estate, said: "The idea is to put 


what we have done here into people's 
gardens. That will, in turn, help the 
farm continue to look after wildlife." 

Mr Waley Cohen is determined to 
present an alternative to fertilisers and 
other chemicals, such as pesticides. 

And he believes the tide may be 
turning. 

"There are good intentions from 
Government to encourage farmers to 
look after wildlife. But there has to be a 
solid, practical reason for doing it. We 
are creating a coherent loop from farm 
to garden." 

Mr Waley Cohen is so confident that 
his new enterprise has a sound future 
that he has invested £1m in launching 
it. 

Some of the money has gone on 
hiring an agency that has produced bag 
designs that are "full of life and fun." 

Based only on the Internet, Birds and 
Bees seems to have immediate appeal. 

"In the first three months we have 
had about 3,000 customers," said Mr 
Waley Cohen. 

The medium-term aim is to broaden 
the network of farms being used and 
encourage them to use more land in an 
ecologically-friendly fashion.

Industry in the fast lane 


THE motorsport industry - with 
Oxfordshire at its heart - has 
become one of the most 
important in the UK, a new report 
has revealed. 

While the rest of the economy has 
been limping along in the slow lane, 
motorsport has bucked the trend and is 
now worth £9bn, having doubled in 
value from £4.6bn in 2000, according 
to the Motorsport Industry Association. 

The county is at the centre of 
"Motorsport Valley" with four Formula 
One teams - Lotus, Williams, Marussia 
and Caterham - and hundreds of other 
companies involved in other areas or 
acting as suppliers and providing 
thousands of jobs. 

David Richards set up Banbury- 
based Prodrive 30 years ago with 14 
employees. Now it has 600 staff and a 
turnover of £110m. 

He said: "Motorsport technology is 
cutting edge, so much so that when 
aerospace people come to see us they 
say 'Wow'. 

"People have to look at motorsport 
as an industry, not just a fun thing 
where people go round and round a 
circuit. 

"The sector is full of entrepreneurs 
pushing the boundaries and looking for 
opportunities." 

Prodrive's expertise has stretched to 
producing cutting-edge technology for

electric and hybrid cars, cabins for 
airliners, components for satellites and 
even parts for the Rover space vehicle, 
which will fly to Mars. 

The MIA's review, done with UK 


Trade and Investment and the 
Department for Business Innovation 
and Skills, also found 87 per cent of 
motorsport businesses export products 
or services. 

Bicester-based firm Stack, which 
manufactures electronic dashboard 
instruments and data and video 


recording systems, generates 75 per 
cent of its income from overseas. 

The firm, which has a £2m turnover 
and employs 18 people, has also 
successfully expanded into the defence 
sector. 

Managing director Alan Rock 
explained: "Motorsport is a harsh

environment in terms of temperature, 
shock, vibration and water. 

"Having developed a product that 
meets those needs, means we have 
created something which also is 
appropriate for the defence 
environment."

He said: "We have extremely hi-tech 
capability but are also able to deliver 
quickly. That's a combination that's 
pretty hard to beat."

topography of coastal and 
inland waters, its boats, its 
farmsteads and dwellings, its 
farm animals and the wildlife. 
He describes his work as 
"consisting of textural, 
aesthetic forms" which he 
builds from the actual realities 
he sees and experiences and 
photographs. 

This is the first time he has 
exhibited in Oxfordshire, 
opening his world to all at the 
Owen Mumford Gallery, 
Chipping Norton Theatre, 2 
Spring Street, Chipping 
Norton. 

The exhibition, which runs 
until Wednesday, February 5, 
from 11 am to 3pm, is 
comprised of 20 framed 
pieces of work plus a 
selection of mounted 
unframed pieces and a range 
of postcards. 

All the work on show is 
small: 10cm x 10cm to 50cm 
x 50cm. Hodgkinson explains 
that prints are inevitably 
limited in size by the size of 
the press used. He always 
prints his own images, 
keeping each to small 
editions, a maximum of 20. 

Printmaking is the process 
of making artworks by 
printing on to board or paper. 
The process enables the 
maker to produce multiples of 
the same piece, each of which 
is original and unique. 
Printmaking embraces a 
number of different 
techniques. Of these 
Hodgkinson favours 
collagraph and intaglio. 

Collagraph employs 
differential amounts of inking 
and combines this with the 
depth of relief that the 
printmaker has created on the 
collagraphic plate's highly 
textured surface. 

Watendlath, Cumbria, 
illustrated here, exemplifies 
the successful use of 
collagraphy to create a sense 
of mood and place. Capturing 
as it does the barns nestling in 
the crook of the valley, the 
intensity of the dark trees and 
hedges behind them which 
inevitably draw the eye 
towards the barns themselves 
and the wintery path that runs 



in front of them. And then 
bringing the picture to a 
formal close by depicting a 
short length of sturdy fencing. 

In Birds' Nests, 

Hodgkinson combines 
collagraph and drypointto 
capture the bleak simplicity 
of a winter scene, the 
dwelling framing black lines 
of the serpentine road on the 


other side of which are the 
winter trees sporting an 
abundance of nests. 

In Bar bon dale, also 
illustrated, Hodgkinson uses 
wood cut with mixed media. 
Wood is incised to produce 
indentations and reliefs, and 
depending on the scale of the 
incisions, results range from 
delicate lines to substantial 


statements. The diminutive 
delicacy of each engraving is 
enhanced by the scale on 
which they have been made. 

Each celebrates 
Hodgkinson's technical 
ability, his eye and his vision 
through which he captures 
and interprets his beloved 
Cumbria.

B ased on the memoirs of New 
York stockbroker Jordan 
Belfort, The Wolf Of Wall 
Street is a lurid portrait of 
debauchery following the same 
misaligned moral compass as 
Oliver Stone's Oscar-winning 1987 
drama Wall Street. 

Greed isn't Just good, it's a 
cornerstone of this gaudy, 
hallucinogenic American dream, 
allowing the unscrupulous to prey 
on the weak and vulnerable in 
order to finance flashy apartments, 
fast cars and copious amounts of 
nose candy. 

It's hard to believe that 71-year- 
old Martin Scorsese, whose last 
film was the family-friendly fantasy 
Hugo, is the ringmaster of this 
booze-, sex-, coke- and 
testosterone-fuelled circus. 

The director pulls no punches in 
his depiction of Belforfs wild 
excesses including myriad scenes 
of pill-popping and a slow motion 
orgy on a private Jet - the film 
wears its 18 certificate as a badge 
of honour. 

"On a daily basis, I take enough 
drugs to sedate Manhattan, Staten 
Island and Queens... for a month," 
boasts Jordan (Leonardo DiCaprio) 
in his opening voiceover. 

He owns a sprawling mansion 
replete with swimming pool, tennis 


court and waterfall, plus a white 
Ferrari "like Don Johnson's in 
Miami Vice." 

In flashback, we meet Jordan as 
he nervously starts a position with 
brokers at Rothschild, where 
charismatic golden boy, Mark 
Hanna (Matthew McConaughey), 
takes the newcomer under his 
tailored wing. 

In the aftermath of Black 
Monday, Jordan loses his Job and is 
forced to sell penny stocks at a fly- 
by-night operation in Long Island. 

Blessed with the gift of the gab, 
Jordan excels and decides to open 
his own firm, Stratton Oakmont, 
with salesman Donnie Azoff Jonah 
Hill). 

The business goes from strength 
to strength and Jordan Jettisons his 
wife, Teresa (Cristin Milioti), to 
romance blonde bombshell Naomi 
Lapaglia (Margot Robbie). 

Meanwhile, the "work hard, play 
harder" mantra of Stratton 
Oakmont attracts the attentions of 
tenacious FBI Agent Patrick 
Denham (Kyle Chandler), who 
resolves to bring down Jordan and 
his gluttonous inner circle. 

As the noose tightens around 
Jordan's neck, he involves Naomi's 
aunt Emma Joanna Lumley) in his 
enterprises and attempts to deposit 
money in a Swiss bank account 
overseen by Jean Jacques Saurel 
Jean Dujardin). 

The Wolf Of Wall Street howls 
but doesn't bite. 

It offers us a cautionary tale that 
revels in Jordan's triumphs for so 
long, we almost forget he must get 
his comeuppance.

Sleek Kia comes 
without a catch

A NATURALLY suspicious colleague 
quickly weighed up the vital statis¬ 
tics of the Kia Carens and looked a 
little puzzled. 

The spacious, seven-seater people 
carrier has sleek looks, a modern 
interior, economical engine, an 
awesome warranty package — and a 
price tag starting at under £20,000. 
"What's the catch?," he asked. 

There is none. Kia's third genera¬ 
tion Carens is a thoroughly com¬ 
pelling package and the last piece in 
a design jigsaw that has seen the 
transformation of the Korean brand. 

It is much better-looking and 
more desirable than the previous 
model, and although it has slightly 
smaller overall dimensions, clever 
packaging has made it just as spa¬ 
cious and versatile. 

The family-friendly features of the 
Carens are naturally what will prove 
to be its biggest selling points, but 
the major surprise is that it is a 
cracker to drive. Coming with a 
choice of three engines, it delivers 
neat, precise, nimble handling with 
a comfortable and quiet ride. And 
that has all been achieved while still 
delivering the down-to-earth practi¬ 
cality essential in any people carrier. 

The car now has three individual 
sliding and reclining centre-row 
seats in place of a split bench and 
two separate seats in the rear, all of 


which fold flat. The standard cooled 
glovebox is supplemented by sec¬ 
ond-row under-floor storage, a cen¬ 
tre console box, front and rear door 
pockets large enough to hold drinks 
bottles and front seat-back pockets. 

The front seat backs also have 
fold-up tables with cupholders in 
most versions, and the middle-row 
centre seat folds to create a table. A 
longer, wider and taller luggage area 
and — for the first time — an under¬ 
floor compartment to store the cargo 
screen adds to the car's versatility. 
The front passenger's seat also folds 
flat to allow exceptionally long 
loads to be carried. 

The Carens comes with a choice 
of three engines, two transmissions, 
and three trim and equipment pack¬ 
ages with cruise control and air con¬ 
ditioning standard across the range. 

The mid-range test model's level 
of sophistication is illustrated by the 
leather-trimmed steering wheel, that

Number of older drivers continues to climb 


THERE are now more than seven 
million drivers over the age of 
65 on the UK's roads, 
according to road safety 
charity, the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (IAM). 

The number of drivers over 65 
reached 7,191,192 in 
November 2013. This makes up 
for 19 per cent of all drivers 
with full driving licences. The 
figures come from driving 
licence data published by the 
DVLA in December 2013. 

They also show that: 

• There are 4,068,498 drivers over 

the age of 70. 

• There are 1,101,779 drivers over 


the age of 80. 

• 195 drivers are over 100 years. 

Of the drivers over 65, 367,711 or 
five per cent have points on 
their licence. For drivers over 
seventy the figure is 195, 773 
or five per cent with points. 
35,498, three per cent of 
drivers over 80 have points. 

This compares favourably with 
middle-aged drivers. The age 
group most likely to have 
points on their licence is 42 
year-olds. Of the 816,915 
licence holders in that group, 
82,929 or 10 per cent have 
points. 

For younger drivers the figures are 


3,339,826 licence holders, 
270,817 with points, or eight 
per cent. 

This supports research by the 1AM 
that shows that older drivers 
are in fact safer than many 
other drivers. Where older 
drivers have slower reaction 
times, they use their experience 
on the road to compensate by 
driving at slower speeds on all 
occasions and allowing more 
space between them and other 
road users.2 

1AM chief executive Simon Best 
said: "In 20 years' time, one in 
ten people will be over 80 
years old."
